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Victory for God's People Is in the Truth Shown, Ultimately 


Right now! Does not our hearts cry 
out within us for truth! Truth! Truth!! 
Truth!!! Truth revealed, truth un- 
veiled, truth shown! We have heard 
about the truth, we hear continuously 
about the truth, over and over again we 
have it told us. But, O God, now we 
want to see truth. Truth, like hope, 
surely works similar to it. Hope that is 
seen, Paul says, is not hope, for what 
a man seeth why doth he yet hope for? 

The soul of man is in revolt against 
all but the truth. How much more the 
children of God. We hear a king, in the 
book of Kings 22:16, cry out against his 
messengers for bringing him false re- 
ports, “And the king said unto him 
(the messenger), How many times shall 
I adjure thee that thou tell me nothing 
but that which is true.” O God! we 
need the truth! The people need the 
truth! The world is dying for the lack 
of truth! The beggar needs the truth! 
The poverty-stricken family needs the 
truth! The nondescript needs the truth! 
The base, the low class, the middle class, 
the rich need the truth! Even kings 
would have the truth! 

In John 18:38 we hear a governor 
inquiring about it. “Pilate saith unto 
him (Jesus), What is truth?” This in- 
quiry embraced every fundamental anxi- 
ety of the human family.

What is truth? again and again is 
asked. Jesus answered that question in 
John 17:17, “Sanctify them through 
thy truth: thy word is truth.” What 
does the Word do? It is the official 
spokesman for the truth. Again I say, 
What is truth? It is the spoken Word 
in action; it is God in our midst; it is 
God with us doing the things He says 
in His Word He will do for us. Truth 
is the scene before us acting, which has 
been described in God’s Word. Thank 
God for the desire to see the sermon 
rather than to hear it preached over and 
over again. To hear it is sweet, but to 
see it is sweeter. They saw the truth 
when the waters of the Red Sea divided 
into two walls as a block of ice is di- 
vided. Praise God! Moses didn’t begin to 
try to appease the children of Israel by 
telling them what God could do. No, but 
he said, “Stand still and see the truth 
of God! We need now, if ever a people 
did, to see, to look on God in action 
that our faith will not forever be in 
battle trying to stand by our own wis- 
dom, but we need that rest of soul in 
perfect peace which sight of truth 
brings. 

It was truth that delivered the ax back 
to God’s leader when he exclaimed and 
the ax did swim. It was truth that 
Nebuchadnezzar saw when he declared 
that he saw four men in the fiery fur- 
nace. The law was given by Moses, but 
grace and truth came by Jesus Christ. 
Are we living under the law that we 
are still to hope for truth by faith? 
Even under the law truth was looked 
upon, seen with the natural eye of na- 
tural man. We hear the king exclaim, “I 
see four men walking around in that 
fiery furnace and there is not a hair of 
them scorched!” Well, truth was on pa- 
rade. It was truth seen when Jesus de- 
livered the man from the tombs and had 
him set before the people with a suit of 
clothes on and his right mind restored 
in peace and quiet. It was truth seen as 
Jesus came walking on the water, bring- 
ing perfect peace to those who feared. 
It was truth when Peter and John made 
the man whole at the gate called Beau- 
tiful, in Jesus’ name. Say, are we preach- 
ing Christ or are we just preaching 
about Him? Paul forcibly cries out 
that we preach not ourselves but Christ. 
My Lord and my God, we need to say 
with Elias, “Where is Elijah’s God?” and 
contend for Him. 

It was truth that delivered Peter from 
prison. It was truth when the lame, brok- 
en and warped, were made whole. Paul 
said, I came “not with enticing words 
of man’s wisdom, but in demonstration 
of the Spirit and power: That your 


faith should not stand in the wisdom of 
men, but in the power of God (truth).” 


Jesus said, “If ye continue in my 
word, .... ye shall know the truth, 
and the truth shall make you free.” The 
Word of God is not bound, but the peo- 
ple are bound. God’s people need freedom. 
“Sanctify them through thy truth: thy 
word is truth.” The word is truth sim- 
ply because it describes the truth. And 
truth is the Word in action. O God, help 
us to sanctify ourselves wholly that 
truth can be bought and given. Prov. 23: 
23, “Buy the truth, and sell it not.” 
How is it bought? By sanctification, 
wholly. John 17:19, “For their sakes I 
sanctify myself.” God help us to do like- 
wise for truth’s sake. We have the ground 
and we have the pillar in the Church of 
God, for it is the pillar and ground of 
the truth. Surely we are safe in com- 
mitting our souls unto Him as a faith- 
ful Creator for Christ’s sake, for the 
truth. Again, “If ye continue in my 
word, .... ye shall know the truth 
(of my word), and the truth shall make 
you free.” How can we know the truth 
of the Word? By proving the Word. 
Paul says, “Prove all things.” The truth 
(God) has only described Himself 
(truth) through His Word. We reveal 
the truth by proving the Word. How is 
it proved? Paul says, “I beseech you 
therefore, brethren, by the mercies of 
God, that ye present your bodies a liv- 
ing sacrifice (he didn’t say lives, but he 
said bodies, which presents before us a 
different aspect and accomplishment), 
holy, acceptable unto God, which is 
your reasonable service. And be not con- 
formed to this world: (if we present our 


bodies to God we certainly will not 
remain in conformation with this un- 
godly world) but be ye transformed 
(changed) by the renewing of your 


mind, that ye may prove what is that 
good, and acceptable, and perfect, will 
of God.” The world as a whole is en- 
joying God’s will, but too many of us, 
as Christians, are guessing at His ac- 
ceptable will, trusting that what we of- 
fer Him for service He will accept it. 
But God is anxiously waiting for us to 
step out with our all, our best, to know 
His perfect will, to do it, which ushers 
in the truth. Truth, truth, truth. Is 
the truth with the price? Yes. For in 
Rom. 8:18 we find, “For I reckon that 
the sufferings of this present time are 
not worthy to be compared with the 
glory which shall be revealed in us. For 
the earnest expectation of the creature 
waiteth for the manifestation of the 
sons of God.” Yes, the creatures of God 
are waiting for our victory. Praise God!

“He that believeth on the Son hath 
everlasting life: and he that believeth 
not the Son shall not see life; but the 
wrath of God abideth on him,” John 3: 
36.

The Hypocrite, Who Is He? 

It was a terrible thing in the days of 
Jesus to be a hypocrite, but it is worse 
today. Jesus comdemned sin of every 
shade, and in no uncertain terms, but 
He offered mercy to the sinner. 

Jesus charged the hypocrite with re- 
maining outside the kingdom, and worse 
still of keeping others out who would 
have entered. “Woe unto you,” he said, 
“therefore ye shall receive the greater 
damnation” (Matt. 23:14). 

The hypocrite is a man who does not 
act what he professes to be. The scribes 
and Pharisees seemed to know little of 
God and His will, yet they knew enough 
to please Him well had they cared to do 
so. If faithlessness in that which they 
knew of God made them so objection- 
able to Him, faithlessness then on our 
part, who have so much light, will make 
us look much worse still in His sight. 
How much greater is our light, and how 
more grievous then in God’s sight to 
sin against that light. 

1. Salvation from all sin is offered 
to every believer in Christ in this gos- 
pel age. The blood of Jesus is the posi- 
tive and complete remedy for the mal- 
ady of sin in its every aspect. This is set 
forth in no unmistakable terms in the 
teachings of Jesus and His apostles. The 
sinner is absolutely without excuse for 
his sin. Yet we have thousands of pro- 
fessed Christians over the land who ex- 
cuse their sins of selfishness, pride, 
covetousness, evil tempers, various un- 
godly practices and habits as though 
they were nothing. This is indeed a ter- 
sible arraignment, we are aware, but 
such in God’s sight are hypocrites! 

2. We have a plain scriptural state- 
ment that “if any man have not the 
Spirit of Christ he is none of his” (Rom. 
8:9), and the whole tenor of the gos- 
pel bears out this thought. Then where 
can professed Christian ministers, church 
officials, Christian parents, or any type 


of Christian find authority for dealing. 


with cr walking before any person other 
than in the Spirit of the meek and low- 
ly Christ, our great Master? To profess 
to be a Christian is to profess to be a 
Christlike person. Then professing Chris- 
tians who do not live and act Christlike 
do not live what they profess and are 
therefore to be classed with the hypo- 
crites. 

3. The Christian is a follower of 
Christ, our Savior. Jesus denied Himself, 
bore the cross, and suffered for us. 
None can follow Him _ but over the 
same route — cross-bearing, suffering,

self-denial. 
way or you cannot 
(Read Matt. 16:24.) 

Then what about the ministers and 
Christians who deny themselves noth- 
ing? They shun the cross, that is, they re- 
fuse to take a stand for their Lord when 
they think it would bring suffering or 
reproach, and if things do not go to suit 
them, they lament and growl about the 
injustice of this and that. Remember, 
it is the hypocrite spirit that puts self 
and his comforts and _ interests first. 
God and others with him are last, at 
best. 

4. The hypocrite seeks to make a 
show of himself, not his Lord. Certain 
kinds of preaching, singing, praying, 
and even testimonies bear the hypo- 
crite stamp. Some things religious and 
of a spiritual bearing can be learned and

And so with the Spirit-filled 
Christian who moves forward with 
blessings and victory—one step and he 
is over the line, in the flesh, loses the 
Spirit, and that fine touch of spiritual 
life and fellowship with God is dis- 
rupted. Then what happens? Many, we 
fear, go right on professing, with the 
same forms, words, and expressions, but 
such are fruitless, lifeless trees! Truly 
we believe there was never such an ar- 
ray of backsliders and hypocrites in the 
world as today. 

Let us watch and pray!

The Church of God at Barbados 

Dear Church of God family, it has 
been some time since I last wrote to the 
Evangel, but thanks be to God, I am 
still working for the Master and doing 
my best amid many trials to win souls 
for His kingdom. The month of Novem- 
ber has been the rainiest month here for 
ninety-five years; in some parts of the 
Island there has fallen thirty-one inches 
of rain. This has done a great deal of 
damage to the crops and has been a sore 
trial to the poor laboring class as many 
have been unable to work for three 
weeks in November. Then the heavy 
rains have washed away bridges and 
caused landslides and many poor people 
have had their cultivation washed away 
or covered up by the floods, others have 
had to run out of their houses at the 
middle of night when they awoke to 
find two feet or more water in their 
houses. 

However, our neighboring island, St. 
Lucia, has suffered still more than Bar- 
bados, they having had three weeks of 
a continual downpour, when it is re- 
ported up to thirty-five inches of rain 
has fallen in twenty-two hours, caus- 
ing great floods and an avalanch of 
mud and stone when the side of a moun- 
tain some 1,500 feet high broke away 
and thousands of pounds of earth and 
stone came down, burying up two vil- 
lages and killing about two hundred 
people. 

We are thankful to say that none of 
our people have been hurt or killed, and 
while there were two weeks that we 
were not able to keep our regular serv- 
ices, we have been able to make some 
visits and hold meetings. I have been 
able to pay visits to Crabhill, Eckstein 
Village, Deacons Road, Dayrrals Road, 
Westbury Road, Long Bay and Kirtons 
St. Philips and also Waverly Cott and 
help in meetings. Many of our churches 
had planned revivals for November but 
the rain has greatly hindered, but we 
are thankful to say some have been 
saved and sanctified and many blessed, 
and we are moving on in Jesus’ name. 
Pray for the work in Barbados. I am glad 
to say that two' souls were saved and 
eight came seeking a higher blessing in 
the meetings which the Lord helped me 
to keep for the month. To God be all 
the glory.—J. B. Winter, evangelist.

(CONTINUED From Last Issue) 
You asked about the quilt material. 


Some of the cloth is English made and 
some of it Indian made. Yes, there is 
manufacturing in India. Not long ago 
Brother Cook made quite a long tour 
through the Tamil district, visiting out- 
stations. His son, George, went along to 
drive the car. George tells of visiting 
a large cotton mill somewhere on their 
trip. He enjoyed it greatly. Most Indian 
cloth does not hold its color; somehow 
their dyes are not good. 


You asked about my washing. The 
men who wash clothes are called dhobe 
(the “h” is silent). They work very 
cheap, but are rough on the clothes, or 
rather the rocks upon which they beat 
them are rough! I have a dhobe do most 
of my clothes, but wash out some things 
at home, by hand. As to electric wash- 
ers, one may be used in the hills, where 
there is electricity, but even then it 
must be a certain kind of meter or 
motor, to fit in with the voltage. 
I don’t know electrical terms enough 
to explain it. Anyway mama’s 
wouldn’t work. However, there are 
washers for sale at a certain English 
store here in Octacamund, and also you 
can buy electrical refrigerators here. A 
friend of the Cooks (an English nurse 
and schoolteacher) has a refrigerator. 
She offered to freeze anvthing for the 
Cooks sometimes, so the other day she 
offered and they made a custard and 
sent it to her and she froze it for us. 
Surely was a treat. Of course, their gen- 
erosity cannot be imposed upon by fre- 
quent repetition of this. 


You asked about the value of $1.00 
here. Indian money is in rupees and an- 
nas. For $1.00 we now get two rupees 
and eight annas, thus making one anna 
worth about 2!4 cents. However, in the 
long run a dollar does not go so much 
farther here than at home, _ because, 
while some things are cheap others are 
very high, so that the cost of living is 
about the same as at home. If we would 
live as the natives, using their diet, etc., 
we certainly could live far cheaper, but 
we prize our health too much to do that 
unless we have to or feel it is God’s 
will, for if we lose our health, then we 
cannot be on the battlefield. 


This is Thanksgiving Day. Wonder 
what all of you are doing at home. Sis- 
ter Cook made a cake to celebrate, and 
we are going to have fish instead of 
turkey! This day is a Mohammedan holi- 
day here. All the shops, post office, etc., 
are closed, as well as the schools. By the 
time this reaches you, you will be home 
for Christmas. I’m glad you can be at 
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home then; we should be glad to, but 
God’s will comes first. Sister Ballew 
wrote me the other day and wished for 
us that our first Christmas in India 
shall be the best one we have ever had. 
It is cool like fall early in the morn- 
ings now up here in Ooty, but by 
Christmas time, we shall be in the heat, 
so I guess it won’t seem much like 
Christmas. Hope all of you have a good 
Christmas. Remember we are happy a 
way over here, not happy because we 
are away from home, but happy in spite 
of being away because we are in God’s 
service. 

Our baby, born in India, is a British 
subject at present, however, we have be- 
gun the procedure of registering her 
birth with the American Consul at 
Madras, so that she will be registered as 
an American citizen. First, we had to 
send the Consul her birth certificate, 
then fill out a form which is copied four 
times, one copy sent to Washington, D. 
C., for record, one we keep, and the 
others kept at the Consul’s office in 
Madras. Later we must have her picture 
made and put on our passports, so that 
when we get ready to come home, there 
will be no trouble in bringing her too. 
Until this procedure is completed, Syl- _ 
via Sue is a British subject, but within 
a few days she will be registered as an 
American citizen. If this were neg- 
lected, trouble would arise when we re- 
turn to U. S. A. I heard of some mis- 
sionaries who had not registered the 
birth of their child, and when they were 
ready to disembark at Los Angeles or 
New York, the officers would not let 
them land in U. S. A. unless they for- 
feited their baby because the baby was 
really a British subject. Of course, they 
would not give up their baby, so they 
went to Canada and lived until they 
could go through the procedure to ob- 
tain citizenship in U.. S. A. for their 
baby, which is much more complicated 
than when it is taken care of at the 
time of birth. 

A roll of films for our kodak costs 
about 50c and the development, which 
is done here in Ooty, about the same 
price. For a living the natives farm. 
chiefly. However, some are employed in’ 
the stores and shops, some are tailors, 
others are in various businesses—barber 
work (the other day when we went to 
the market for street meeting, we saw a 
barber at work on a man’s head right 
out in the public); doctors, nurses, 
dentists, etc. They use just an old stick 
to plow with; bullocks pull the plows. 
Several years ago Brother Cook spent 
quite a bit of his own money to pur- 
chase and have sent to him a modern 
plow, which was being manufactured 
somewhere here in: India. He thought 
he would introduce its use to his people 
in Travancore, thus lightening their

You remember that at the time of 


the flood everybody in the world and 
every living creature was drowned except 
Noah and his wife and his three sons 
and their wives—eight persons in all— 
and two of every animal and fowl. Just 
eight persons left in all the world. Do 
you suppose they were lonesome or 
afraid? I don’t think so. I imagine they 
were happy and for a while at least 
there was no wickedness in the world. 


As time passed by several children 
were born to each of Noah’s three sons, 
Shem, Ham, and Japheth. These chil- 
dren grew up and were married and had 
children, so Noah had a good many 
grandchildren.
